in Italy. With the aid of her un- 
cle. she received the Catholic 
sacrament in the Bishop's 
Chapel im Asti, a rare privilege 

The homes where Mrs 
Dufour's parents were born are 
still standing and still in the 
family, prompting her to visit 


While there, Gary received a 
gift from Msgr. Bianco — a 
special missal, dating wo 1929 
written in Latin, and bearing a 
metal cross and sculptures 
across its broad cover 

When Gary was asked what 
he liked most about Italy, his 
mother quickly volunteered an 
answer for him, ‘The bar.” 

The bars in Italy, she said 
are not at all like the ones in 
America. They have outdoor 
sections like sidewalk cafes 
Anyone is allowed inside, there 
are no age limits 

Beer, coffee, sandwiches, |i- 
quor, ice cream and liqueurs 
are all readily available to 
anyone who wants them 


She remembered sending 
Gary to the local bar for some 
ice cream, but he returned with 
two quarts of beer 


After two months visiting in 
Italy, the traveling trio return- 
ed to Montclair. The church 
bells didn't peal for Mary 
Dufour’s return, but her heart 
sang with happy memories 


$2 billion in state 


Tax exempted 
property listed 


Nearly $2 billion of assessed 
value on the 1974-75 county 
assessment rolls in California is 
exempt from property tax, 
including $74,041 in San 
Bernardino County 

The exemptions for veterans, 
churches, colleges, schools, 
hospitals and charitable 
properties statewide totals 
$1,951,619,000 compared with 
$1,827,305,000 last year, 
representing an increase of 
more than $124 million. 

In this county, exempt values 
broken into categories include: 
veterans, $3,173; churches, 
$19,544; colleges, $18,077; 
schools, $4,012; hospitals, 
$16,413, amd other charitable 
properties, $12,822. 

The Board of Equalization is 
directly involved with the 
administration of the 
exemption program. 


In addition to exemptions 
listed, there is the homeowner's 
exemption of $1,750 of assessed 
value available to an owner 
occupying his residence. In 
1974, nearly 3.5 million 
homeowners qualified for the 
exemption for a total exempt 
assessed value of more than $6 
billion 

Since the $1,000 veteran's and 
the $1,750 homeowner's 
exemption cannot be allowed on 
the same property, the more 
generous homeowner 
exemption has caused a 90 per 
cent drop in total exempt 
assessed valve in veteran's 
exemptions 

Before the homeowner 
exemption came into effect, 
California assessors allowed 
veteran's exemption claims 
totaling over $556.1 million 
compared with $44.5 this year
